and do not wish itspoiled by an oppo- 
sition line. It is a business conclusion 
to assume that each will do all iv its 
power 1to advance its own interests. 
If 


the steamship company accedes 
to the 


demands of the Santa Monica party it 
will provoke 
an 
opposition 
line of 


boats from the railroad company, 
and 


if it does not accede 
to that 
demand 


we are assured 
Senator Jones will put 


on an opposition line. 
These are 
the 


two fires between 
which the 
steam- 


ship company 
is placed.

look at the probabilities,

with the patriotic idea to remember 
nothing but the country and the whole

of Shepherd, 
of Washington, 


who stood charged before 
the country 


with 
tbe 
grossest 
speculations 
and 


frauds on this district, after the charges 
had 
been made and while they were 


pending.

medicine In the Confederacy; 
the Fed- 
eral Government 
held it as contra- 


band of war, which 
no other country 


ou earth ever did before; 
not even the 


Duke Alva did such a thing. 
Federal 


officers received 
instructions 
to ex- 


amine women 
passing 
through 
the 


lines, 
aud search 
their pitticoats to 


prevent 
them 
carrying medicine 
to 


the Confederacy. 
Who 
was respon- 


sible for that? 
There 
was 
another 


misfortune?that 
was, want of cloth- 
ing. 
Clothing, of course, 
had been 


made contraband of war. 
He declared 


that whatever horrors 
had existed 
at 


Andersouville, not one of 'hem could 
be attributed to a single order of the 
Confederate 
Government. 
Every one 
of them grew out of the necessities 
of 


the occasion, which were fastened 
on 


to the Confederacy 
by the conduct of 


the other side. 
He challenged Blame 


to meet him face to face, fact to fact, 
on the discussion of the question, 
de- 


claring that the time had passed when 
the country could accept impudence of 
assertion 
for force 
of argument, 
or 


recklessness 
of statement 
for truth of 


history. 
He (Hill) did not want to 


unfold the chapter on tlie other side. 
He was an American, 
who honored 


his country, and it was not pleasing 
for him to bring forward proof that 
any portion of his country 
had 
been 


guilty of willfulcrime or willfultreat- 
ment 
of poor 
manacled 
prisoners. 


Most of those horrors were inseparable 
from tbe state of war. 
He wanted the 


people to recollect this, so that 
here- 


after they should not be hurried into 
another 
war. 
Still, as 
a set-off to 


Blame's 
statement 
about 
Auderson- 


ville, he would read from a letter writ- 
ten by a Confederate 
surgeon who was 


a prisoner at Elmira. Heread portions 
of the letter, 
one 
of which stated, 


"Tte mortality at Elmira 
is no 
less 


than at Anderaonvillo." 


Piatt asked Hill who was the author 


of the letter. 
Hillreplied that he did not know. 
Piatt declared that. sy> livingwithin 
thirty-six wile*of Elmira, the state- 
ments were unqualifiedly false. 
Hill did not know that 
the state- 


ments 
Were 
true, but 
thought they 


were as good as the statements 
quoted 


en the'other 
side. 
He merely used 


them as a set off. 
After all, what was 


the test as to the degree ofmisery suf- 
fered in Northern aud Southern 
pris- 


ons'.' 
The test 
was, 
the result. 
The 


report 
of Mr. Stanton, 
Secretary 
of 


War (the Republican side of the House 
will believe him), exhibited 
the fact 


that of Federal 
prisoners in the hands 


of Confederates 
during thejwar, 22,576 


lyid died; that of 
Confederate 
pris- 


oners in Federal hands 26,436 had died. 
Surgeon 
General Barnes (he supposed 


the Republicans 
would believe him 


also) had given the number of Confed- 
erate prisoners 
in Federal 
hands dur- 
ing the war as 220,000, and of Federal 
prisoners 
in 
Confederate 
hands 
as 


270,000; 
therefore, 
out of 270,000 pris- 


oners in Confederate 
hands 
only 22,- 


--576 had died, while out of 220,000 Con- 
federate 
prisoners 
in Federal 
hands 


26,436 
had died. 
The ratio was, that 


12 percent, of Confederates 
in Federal 


hands died, and 
less 
than 9 per cent, 


of Federate 
prisoners 
in Confederate 


hands. 
And, my friend [addressing 


Blame with great empasis], who Is the 
murderer? 
I 
would 
have 
believed 


General 
Blame in preference 
to any 


politician over there. 
Piatt says 
he 


lives 
39 
miles 
away 
from Elmira. 


Perhaps 
he couid 
have 
snielled 
the 
small-pox 
that 
far. 
He 
certainly 


could have seen 
it. Iventure to say 


that if the small-pox was at the prison 
camp, 
no one 
could 
have 
got him 


nearer than thirty-six miles. 
He is a 


wonderful 
witness, 
but not equal 
to 


the mutilated evidence which the gen- 
tleman from Maine introduced yester- 
day. 
We know 
how 
our 
prisoners 


suffered in Federal hands, if we choose 
to tell. 
Thousands 
came 
home from 


Elmira, 
Fort 
Delaware, 
and 
other 


places, 
with their lingers 
frozen 
off 


and teeth fallingout. 
The great ques- 


tion is, Who was responsible for that 
state ot things? 
And that is really 


the 
only 
important 
question. 
He 


went on 
to say 
that exchange 
and 


amelioration 
of the condition of pris- 


oners had been rejected by the federal 
Government. 


Blame asked him whether 
he 
had 


not been a member of the Confederate 
Senate. 


Hillreplied that he had. 
Blame quoted a resolution offered in 


the Confederate 
Congress 
by Hill of 


Georgia, to Ute effect that every 
per- 


son pretending to be a soldier or officer 
of the United States, 
captured 
on 
the 


soil of the Confederacy 
after January 


1, 1563, shall be presumed to have 
en- 


tered the territory with the intention 
of insurrection 
and to abet murder; 


and that unless 
satisfactory proof be 


given to the contrary, before the Mili- 
tary Court before which his trial shall 
be had, 
he 
shall 
suffer 
death. 
He 


asked Hill whether he was the author. 
Hill?I will say 
to the 
gentleman 


from Maine, very frankly, that 
1 have 


not the slightest, recollection 
of ever 


hearing it before, 
*?*#.#*.* 


What 
measures 
the Confederate 


Govtrnment 
might 
have 
thought 


proper to take at the time to protect 
women and children in the Confed- 
eracy from insurrection, I don't recol- 
lect, but I shall not be diverted by the 
gentleman from the course of my ar- 
gument, to go into the history of sla- 
very, 
or 
the 
insurrection, 
or John 


Brown's raid. 
Ido not know whether 
I or any other gentleman on the com- 
mittee was the author of the resolution. 
Our purpose 
was not to do injustice to 


any man, woman, or child, North or 
South, but to adopt what we deemed 
stringent measures 
to protect our wives 
and children from servile insurrection 
and slaughter, 
while our brave sons 


were in the field. 
Relative to the ex- 
change 
of prisoners, 
the Confederacy 


officially proposed, 
in August, 
1804, 


that ifthe Federal Government would 
send steamers and transports 
to Savan- 
nah, 
the 
Confederate 
Covernmeut 


woultl return sick and wounded prison- 
ers into its hands without an equiva- 
lent. 
This was communicated 
to tho 


Federal 
Government 
in August, 
1864 


and remained 
unanswered 
tillDecem- 


ber, 1864, when some ships were sent to 
Savannah. 
The record shows that the 


chief suffering and the chief mortal- 
ity at 
Audersonville 
was 
between 


August 
aud 
December, 
1864. 
We 


sought to allay that suffering by 
ask- 


ing you to take your prisoners off our 
hands 
without 
any 
equivalent 
and 


without asking you to return a man. 
You refused 
to do it. Hill went on to 


quote a series of resolutions 
passed 
by 


Federal prisoners at Audersonville 
in 


September, 
1864, 
in which 
all due 


praise 
was 
given 
the 
Confederate 
Government 
for attention 
to them, 


and in which they said the sufferings 
which they endured 
were net caused 
intentionally by the Confederate 
Gov- 


ernment, 
hut, 
by 
fjree 
of circum- 


stances. 
Why did tlie Federal author- 


ities refuse to allow our own surgeons 
to attend 
on our own soldiers 
when 
prisoner* of war, and 
to carry 
them 


medicine and comforts? 
Why did the 


Federal 
Government 
refuse 
to ex- 
change prisoners, 
man for man, 
and 


officer for officer? 
Why did it refuse 
to stand up to its engagements 
in 1862 


for the exchange 
of prisoners? 
Who 


was in fault? 
There must be a reason 
for this great atrocity. 
In August, 


1804, the rebels 
offered to renew 
ex- 


change, man for man. 
General Grant 


telegraphed 
the following important 


order: 
"It is hard 
on our men in Southern 


prisons not to exchange 
them, but it 


is humane to those left in the ranks to 
fight our battles. 
Every mau released 


on parole or otherwise 
becomes 
an 


active soldier against us at once, cith- 
er directly or indirectly. 
If we begin 


a system ofexchange 
which liberate? 


all prisoners 
taken, 
we will have to 


fight on until the whole South 
is ex- 


terminated. 
If we hold those caught, 


they count for no more than dead men. 
At this time, to release 
all rebel 
pris- 


oners would insure Sherman's 
defeat 


and compromise 
our safety." 


Here Garlield asked from what book 


he was reading. 
Hillreplied 
that the volume 
from 


which he was reading was 
the Life of 


Jefferson 
Davis. 
[Derisive 
laughter 


on the Republican 
side]. 
He asked 


Garfield 
whether 
he would say that 


the telegram was not true. 
Garfield? 
I had not said a word about it; I mere- 
ly asked what book it was. 


Hill?The extract in the 
book is ta- 


ken from 
the New York Tribune, 
in 


1864. 
But 
here 
is General 
Grant's 
testimony 
before 
the Committee 
on 


the Conduct of the War, taken on the 
11th of February, 
1865. 
You believe 


that, 
don't 
you? 
[Laughter.] 
Hill 


here read Grant's testimony before tlie 
Committee, 
explaining 
the 
reasons 


why he opposed 
an exchange 
of pris- 


oners, and 
Which 
was 
iv effect, 
the 


same as given in the telegram 
quoted 


from tbe Tribune; one sentence 
being, 
"Idid not deem it advisable or just to 
reinforce tbe enemy, and an iminedi- 


ate resumptions 
of exchanges 
would 


have had that effect, without any cor- 
responding 
benefit." 
Hill quoted 
a 


letter from Junius 
Henri Browne, in 


the Tribune, stating tbat General But- 
ler said in a speech at Lowell, Massa- 
chusetts, 
that he had 
been 
prompted 


by Stautou to put forward 
the negro 


question in order to complicate the ex- 
change 
of prisoners; 
Brown's 
com- 


ment being that Stanton 
was tbe dig- 


ger of the unnumbered 
graves which 


crowded the vicinity of nearly every 
Southern prison with never-to-be-for- 
gotten horrors. 
He summed 
up his 


argument, 
and 
said, 
What 
have I 


proved? 
I have proved that the Fed- 


eral authorities 
broke cartel 
deliber- 


ately; that they refused to reopen 
car- 


tel when approached 
by Mr. Stephens 


as 
a 
Commissioner 
solely 
on 
the 


ground of humanity. 
I have proved 


that they made medicine contraband 
of war, and thereby left us to the dread 
necessity of supplying prisoners 
such 


medicine as could be improvised in tbe 
Confederacy. 
That they refused to al- 


low their swn surgeons to accompany 
their 
prisoners 
to the 
South. 
That 


the Confederate 
authorities 
proposed 


to return sick and wounded, 
without 


equivalent, in August, 
1864; that 
you 


never 
deigned 
reply till December, 


1S04; that your high officers 
in com- 


mand 
gave as the reason 
why they 


would not exchange, that it would be 
humane 
to the prisoners 
but cruelty 


to soldiers in the field. It was a part 
of your military policy 
to let your 


prisoners suffer rather than that the 
Confederacy should increase 
its mili- 


tary force. 
That with all 
the horrors 


you have made such a noise about as 
occurring 
at 
Andersouville; 
greater 


horrors occurred In prisons where you 
held our troops, and that the percent- 
age of deaths 
was 
3 per cent, 
greater 


among 
otlr prisoner* 
In your hands 


than 
among 
yours 
in our 
hands. 


\Vhen the gentleman from Maine rises 
again 
to give birtli to that unmiti- 


gated effusion of genius, without 
fact 


to sustain it, in which he says: 
"And 


here, before my God, measuring 
my 


words, 
knowing 
their full intent, I 


declare that neither the deeds of the 
Duke of Alva in the Low Countries, 
nor the massacre 
at Saint Bartholo- 


mew, nor the thumb-screws 
and 
en- 


gines of torture of tlie Spanish 
Inqui- 


sition, begin to compare 
In atrocity 


with the hideous crime of Andersou- 
ville," let him add "and the atrocities 
there 
do not compare 
with those 
at 


Elmira, Fort Douglas 
or Fort Dela- 


ware; and 
of all, both at Andersou- 


villeand Elmira, the Confederate 
Gov- 


ernment 
stards 
acquitted 
from all re- 


sponsibility 
and 
blame." 
Hill then 


quoted 
from the speech of Jefferson 


Davis to Confederate 
soldiers after the 


re rreat of General 
McClellan from be- 


fore 
Richmond, 
in which 
he 
said, 


"The crowning glory of our soldiers is 
their humanity to the wounded 
and 


to the prisoners who have fallen 
into 


their hands." 
He also referred to the 


fact that the 
Richmond 
Examiner, 


which Blame had quoted 
as authority 


against Davis, had stated 
that the hu- 


manity and generosity of Davis would 
ruin the Confederacy. 
The gentleman 


from Maine introduced 
that witness 


to prove Davis guilty of inhumanity, 
hut the witness said 
the humanity of 


Davis would ruin the Confederacy. 


My message 
to the gentleman from 


Maine is this: 
There are no Confed- 


erates in this 
House; no Confederate 


ambitions, desires or purposes in this 
House; but the South is here, and here 
she Intends to remain. 
[Enthusiastic 


demonstrations 
on 
the 
Democratic 


side, and in the galleries.] 
Let fanat- 


icism do its work. 
Let it pass its nul- 


lifyingAct; trample on the Constitu- 
tion; 
abnegate 
the 
pledges 
of our 


fathers; 
incite raids 
on our people; 


multiply infidelities, till they shall be 
as the stars of heaven or as the sands 
of the .seashore, 
without number; but 


know, 
for all 
these 
your iniquities, 


the South will never again seek 
her 


remedy in tlie madness 
of another 
se- 


cession. 
[Renewed 
applause.] 
We 


are here; we are in our father's 
house; 


in the house of our brothers, our com- 
F 


anions. 
We are at home, thank God! 


Knthusiastlc applause.] 
We come to 


gratify no vengeance, 
to retaliate 
no 


wrongs, 
to resent no past insults, 
to 


reopen 
no strife. 
We come 
with pa- 


triotic purpose, to do whatever in our 
power shall be to restore 
an honest, 


economical and constitutional 
admin- 


istration 
of the 
Government 
We 


come, charging on the Union no wrong 
to us. 
The Union never 
wronged the 


South. 
The Union has 
been an 
un- 


mixed blessing to every section, every 
State, 
every man of every color, in 


America. 
We charge all our wrongs 


to that higher-law fanaticism, 
which 


never 
kept 
a 
pledge 
or 
law. 
We 


sought to leave tlieassociation of those 
who would not keep fidelity to a cove- 
nant. 
We sought to go by ourselves; 


but so far from having hist fidelityto 
tlie Constitution, 
we hugged it to our 


bosom, 
and carried it wit!- us. 
With 
the brave Union mcii of the North ? 
followers of Webster 
and Fillmore, 


Cass find Douglas, you who fought for 
the Union for the sake of tlie Union, 
you who ceased t > light when the bat- 
tle Wits ended and the sword sheathed 
? witli you we have 
no quarrel. 
We 


felt your heavy arm 
in the midst of 


Hie struggle, but above the roar of the 
cannon 
we heard your voice of kind- 


ness, calling 
upon us as 
brothers

come back.
